after having fallen somewhat short of 
tn« requirements last vear or per 
hapa, at more than one examination. 


The history of the=e examinations 


nrores th»t the candidates as a rule 
are men who have **t their mind to 
the winning of a certificate and al 
though some are hampered by neglect 
of their education in the common 
branches in their youth, thev will not 
allow themselves to be deterred in 
realizing their ambition by this defi 
dency 
Such candidates are quite 


frequently men who nave the most 
thoroagii practical knowledge ol min 
mg and once thev have overcome the 
handicap of insufficient education the% 
become very proficient In the theorj 
of mining and consequently very cap- 
able mine officials 


Being prepared by actual workers 


i the mines the exam nation problems, 
and questions are designed to test 
the applicants knowledge and ability 
to make practical application of cer- 
tain well established rules in mining 
The larger purposes to be served by 
theserulesare to promote safety among 
mine workers and afft-ct as large a re 
covery of coal as is consistent with 
the best p-actices in mining To ac 
comjlish these purposes mine officials 
must have a broader knowledge than 
merely knowing how to mine and load 
coal 
They learn this in thei<- daily 


work in the mines and in following 
the instructions of. tl e mine officials 


But mine workers who aspire to po- 


sitions of greater responsibility than 
mining and loading ..oal must kno» 
not only how to appiy the rules, bat 
why they have been formulated This 
knowledge comes by the special study 
m which the candidates have been in 
dustriously engaged. 


That there is alwa/s a large num- 


ber of candidates taking the examrca 
Uons slows that the mine workers of 
tin Connellsville region have the very 
worth-v desire to be advanced to posi- 
tions of greater responsibility and op- 
portunity They know that the exam- 
inations to which they must submit 
m order to procure certificates are 
intended as a true -measure of their 
knowledge and capabilities fairly and 
honestly applied and that if they do 
not make the required grades t 
havc not yet advanced in their prepa- 
ration as far as it is necessary to go 


For these reasons the examinations 


will be entered upon by the candidates 
with every confidence that they will 
all stand upon an equal footing so far 
as tiie tests are concerned that they 
will be given a fair chance by the ex 
aminmg boards and bis graded strictly 
in accordance witn the degree of ac- 
c--acy and completeness with which 
they answer the quest ons
